The balance of the Colonial bills were re- 
ceived 0. K. I was glad that you could find something you 
could use in spite of the condition. 


It is certainly very generous of you to of- 
fer to let me look over the Georgia notes. It will certain- 
ly be a help to me in trying to reconstruct the plates from 
which these notes were printed. 


In checking over the various issues of 1776 
and 1777 I have found, instead of three varieties of borders 
as listed by Scott, as high as six border varieties of some 
denominations. This is especially true of all of the notes 
of 1776. So, if you would care to loan me all the notes of 
that year and also the first issue of 1777, or to be more 
explicit, Scott Nos. 18, 19, 20, and 24 to 59 inclusive, I 
will check them with the notes in my own collection and with 
a number of photostats of bills that other collectors have 
loaned to me and perhaps I can discover the half dozen that 
I still think exist but so far I have hot been able to run 
across them.

I am returning 358 Georgia bills and 
thank you very much for the loan of the same. 


in the blue seals your bills: tally 
exactly with my records except for the one $10.00 
bill which I knew existed but so far never had a 
photograph of. You have two bills that are dupli- 
cates and which I have clipped together. One of 
these I have in my collection but in not as good 
condition as either of yours. The other I have a 
photostat of but do not have the bill. If you would 
care to dispose of these two I would be glad to offer 
you something in exchange. 


In the maroon colored seals there is a 
$2.00 bill that you do not have. However, the other 
three denominations are the same as my own. 


In the orange seals you have three denom- 
inations different borders than any I have seen. I 
have taken the liberty to photostat these but as this 
plate is still a little hazy in my own mind I will not 
attempt to say how many you need to complete that series. 
The + dollar is similar to one of the seven varieties that 
I have. The # dollar is a new variety and makes four bor- 
der varieties of that denomination that I know of. 


The $2.00 bill with the drum, flag, etc., 
is exactly like five other bills of that same denomina- 
tion that I have seen, but I cannot tie it up with any 
particular series. The signers are different and the 
wording is different than all the other Georgia bills. 
It hardly seems possible that they would run off an is- 
sue of just that one denomination. 


As for the 1777 issue I believe there are 
three border varieties of each denomination. Three of 


yours are new to me. The $5.00 bill corresponds to one 
of mine.
